Sedalia was in the throes of a 
genu ine Janu ary blizzard the en­ 
tire forenoon today , and when 
Arthu r Koock began hu mming, 
“ That Good Old Su mmer Time,” 
at baseball headqu arters, he was 
promptly ejected 
by President 
Harrison and Secretary Codding, 
and the adv ice giv en that he re­ 
tu rn abou t Au gu st steenth and 
finish the ditty . 
The Ju ne-like weather^ of the 
past few day s took its departu re 
last night. 
The mercu ry fell sev ­ 
eral degrees, bu t there was qu ite a 
good 
fall of 
rain nev ertheless, 
which finally gav e way to sleet. 
Early this morning snow began 
falling, it being almost blinding at 
times, and u ntil the noon hou r 
there was no cessation, the grou nd 
being cov ered, althou gh mu ch of it 
melted as it fell. 
At 12 m. the 
su n came ou t, the snow ceased and 
the blizzard was a thing of the 
past. 
At 10 o’clock this morning the 
thermometer registered 29 degrees 
abov e zero, or three degrees below 
the freezing point, and considerable 
anx iety was ex pressed regarding 
the fru it crop and early garden 
tru ck, bu t u nless it grows con­ 
siderably colder than it is this 
afternoon it is now thou ght there 
will be no damage. 
Manager F. E. Gibbons, of the 
Western Union telegraph office, 
reported a blanket of six inches of 
snow 
throu ghou t 
Kansas, 
and 
along the line of the Missou ri Pa­ 
cific 
railway 
in the Su nflower 
state 
something like 
200 
tele­ 
phone poles were down, as the 
resu lt of last night’s wind storm. 
There was also difficu lty with 
the Katy wires along the High 
line for a cou ple of hou rs this 
morning,

working smoothly again before the 
noon hou r. 
A blizzard on the third day of 
April is something u nu su al in Mis­ 
sou ri, bu t an old resident remarked

c r a t this morning that on the 3d 
day of April, 18 43, this section 
was v isited by ov er two feet of 
snow, ©n the prev iou s day , April 
2, the Missou ri riv er was frozen at 
Lex ington so solid that six -horse 
teams crossed on the ice, bu t the 
snow of the 3d melted qu ickly , 
the ice in the Missou ri broke u p, 
and the Big Mu ddy went on a gen­ 
u ine rampage. 
Colorado reports a general fall 
of snow throu ghou t the state y es­ 
terday , and many snow and land­ 
slides occu rred, doing mu ch d im ­ 
age to railroad properties, as well 
as cau sing loss of life. 
A special from Bu ena Vista, 
Col., say s a 
Denv er 
and Rio 
Grande passenger train ran into a 
rockslide one mile from Arena sta­ 
tion in Brown’s cany on, abou t ten 
miles north of Salida, at abou t 
6 :3c this ev ening and the engine 
and baggage car were derailed.

A shell fired Wednesday night 
by the Dominican cru iser Prési­ 
dente, which is on the side of 
President Vaequ cz, fell on the Ger­

consu late. 
The projectile, 
happily , did not bu rst. 
A battle lasting three hou rs took 
place Wednesday morning between 
the gov ernment troops and the 
rev olu tionists on the banks of the 
Riv er Ozama, which flows into the 
Caribbean sea at Santo Domingo. 
A hu ndred men were killed or 
wou nded. 
President Vasqu ez demands the 
su rrender of Santo Domingo City , 
bu t the rev olu tionists are disposed 
to resist u p to the last moment.
